SUPPOSED LAST SURVIVOR OF FAMOUS 
| CHARGE. 


General Sir Neville Lyttelton, the Governor 
of the Royal Hogpitai, Cheisea, writes :— 

** In-pensioner John James, formerly a trooper 
in the Royal Dr ms, and the 4th Dragoon 


Guerds, died here on Friday of broncho- 
pneumonia, aged He took part in the heavy

Dragoons, and, eb far as I know, was the last 
survivor of that| action. In 1886 he was dis- 
charged as unfit for further service, owing to 
heart troubie ' attributed solely to free use of 
tobaceo.”

COMMUNIST SENTENCED IN 
LONDON. 


MONEY FOR IRISH REPUBLICAN 
MISSION. 


When the “mystery man,” who is alleged to 
have acted as an intermediary between the Com- 
munists in this country and the Russian Bol- 
sheviks, again appeared at Bow street, London, 

vsterday. his name was given as Erki Veltcheim.

eltcheim pleaded guilty, and said that he was 
a Communist. 

Detective-Sergeant Foster said that there was 
a postscript to a letter from Miss Sylvia Pank- 
hurst which referred to £3,522 said to be pro- 
mised on behaif of the Third Internatio at 
Moscow. In a cypher message taken under the 
heading of “ Defence of Coal Mines,” reference 
was made to South Wales, ** vulnerable 
areas” were set out. A system of blockhouses 
was put forward. “Instructions as to seizure of 
banks ” was another part of the manual, and in 
this connection the procedure upcn the capturing 
of a bank was detailed, including “the way to 
get the bullion.” A letter from Veltcheim 
stated that it was impossible to go successfally 
to Ireland to start a party cr newotiate a Re- 
publican mission without money.

Large companies of military and 
police have left Athlone for the scene of the 
attack. 

In a letter message, our Corres 
The military and police who left Athlone early 
in the day have not yet returned, but a di- 
tional particulars that have been ascertained 
of the ambush at Aubnmrn establish the fact 
that a party of police—ten in number—qn their 
way from Carrick-on-Shannon to Athlone, i 
give evidence in a courtmartial, travelled in 
two lorries. At Auburn they were ambushed. 
The attack took place at the bottom of a steep 
hill near Auburn demesne. As the lorries were 
ascending the hill on a low gear shots rang out 
from a plantation on the side of the road. The 
police could only see a volume of smoke, and 
they opened fire in the direction from which 
the smoke came. Two men were noticed be- 
hind a wall. The police took aim, and the two 
men were seem to fall, ri: ceased after 
some time. Apparently, thinking that the 
police ty had parted, a man put his head 
over the wall lower down from the háil, 
The police immediately fired, and the man re- 
treated across a field. Firirig was continued, 
and he was seen to fall after running for about 
20 yards. 

e casualties on the police side were:— 

Constable Larkin, an Englishman, shot dead, 
and three other constables wounded, but not 
seriously. Constable Larkin was a motor driver, 
but was not driving any of the cars. He volun- 
teered to accompany one of the drivers to Ath- 
lone. . : 
The dead body of a civilian, with a rifle lying 
close to it, was subsequently found in a field 
near the scene of the ambush by a gentleman, 
who telegraphed to the militAry headquarters, 
Athlone, for the ambulance for its removal. 
The name of the civilian, who is presumed to 
ah wad one of the attackers, is not yet 
known. 

The scene of the occurrence is about seven 
miles from Athlone, on the main road between 
Athlone and. Longford. There is a steep hill 
on a narrow road, which is bounded by granite 
walls. It is a most likely spot for such an 
outrage, and an unsuspecting party would be 
taken at a great disadvantage.

Responsible 
people, like Mr. Asquith, had frequently stated 
that officers of the Crown had committed 
outrages, not in hot biood, but calculated, 
planned, and organised, of which the victims 
had been innocent and inoffensive civilians. 
These reprisals and their horrible character com- 
cerned the honour of the whole country, and 
they could never free themse.ves from gi cat 
blame if they did not inquire thoroughiy and 
take action to prevent things of this kind from

A LETTER FROM IRELAND. 

He had received a letter from ati old school- 
fellow in Ireland—an old soldier—who wrote: 
“If the sound sense of the English people 
really knew the way in which the present policy 
is consolidating Irish opinion of all creeds and 
classes into one common detestation of the 
English connection, they would not tolerate it 
for one moment.” He said that the gencral 
opinion of all who endeavoured to steer clear 
of political wrangles had been steadi.y crystailis- 
ing «into @ belief that, no matter what was done 
openly, England was determined to use her 
power to the utmost to stifle commercial and 
industrial progress in Ireland. “ All the burn- 
ings of creameries,” continued the letter, © pro- 
duced the worst possible effect in this direction. 
The practice of visiting houses between mid- 
night and dawn was a bad practice, and if 
England really wanted to restore order tha 
road was plain. No more disastrous method 


could have been taken than letting loose upon 
the country-side a body of young men qualified 
under cifeumstances of war. “The most 


pitiable and miserable part of the whole busi- 
ness,” he wrote, “is that these young mem wha 
are being shot at sight, without trial, are the 
very cream of the manhood of this country. I 
meet them on boards and commiittees, and work 
with them, and am preud to do so, and 1 know 
what I am saying.” Continuing, Lord Loreburn 
said that he could not, and did not, believe that 
His Majesty’s Mipisters could sympathise in any 
: : But he 
hoped that they would not merely say so. He 
hoped that they would give a public inquiry, to 
let the world tee and know whether these things 
were true or not. When anyone criticised the 
Governcient, they were esked-whet wae their 
alternative. His alternative was not a nostrum 
of Wis own, but a propesal instituted by Irish- 
men in Ireland, supported by Irishmen in Ire- 
land, and also by a great many people in Eng- 
land. The Sinn Feiners had declared the

policy as complete separation, and the methods 
.dopted by their leaders were assassination and 
crime. He believed that their refusal to help 
the Government against crime was largely be- 
cause it was a British Government they were 
asked to support. He hardly believed that the 
majority of the Irish people were favourable to 
murder. They saw that to sever the connection 
between Great Britain and Ireland was a long 
and almost impossible task. 
TWO POSSIBLE POLICIES. 

After referring to the meetings in favour of 
Dominion Home Rule held in Dublin and Cork, 
Lord Loreburn said that there were two policies 
from which the Government had to choose. One 
was, to stand by their bill, which he was afraid 
was hopeless, and wait until the Sinn Feimers 
came in, and reached an agreement. Thai 
meant a policy of civil war, and the Govern- 
ment would have, for an indefinite time, to con- 
tinue in the course which had now left Ireland 
drenched in blood, and it would be followed by 
irreparable hate. The second course was for 
Mr. Lloyd George and his colleagues to meet 
the Dublin delegates, and discuss the resolu- 
tions, and make at once a firm offer—a rallying 
point to all well-wishers of the country—to be- 
stow full self-government within the Empire. 
The predominant feeling in Ireland was one of 
complete distrust of political promises. Prompti- 
tude in making a proposal would go a long way 
to restore confidence. The Dublin Conference 
recommended Dominion Home Rule, with all 
military control and control of foreign 
policy reserved to the British Govern. 
ment. That was necessary for the security of 
both countries. If Ulster chose, she could come 
in and make her own terms. They would find 
that there was no shorter method of restoring 
peace than to make up their minds definitely as 
to the course they would take—whether to taka 
the course of coercing, which would be long and 
difficult. or whether to have recourse to the old 
and tried expedient of former British Govern- 
ments, giving self-government where there had 
been discontent. 


THE ARCHBISHOP OF 


CANTERBURY.
